announced it may fill its orders only 
on a, pro rata scale. 


Domestic consumers who operate 


hot water furnaces will be satisfied to 
burn pea, egg and buckwheat coal in 
place of stove coal and will consider 
theyselves fortunate in obtaining it. 
They and the hot air furnace opera- 
tors as well will still have recourse to 
bituminous coal. There will be no 
nut coal for self feeder heaters. If 
the coke supply is exhausted, the us- 
ers of this kind of heating apparatus 
might have to buy other stoves for 
wood or coal purposes. 


MORE SOFT COAL 


As non-union mines are still supply- 


Ing the markets 
with 
a 
certain 


amount of soft coal, this phase of the 
coal situation does not appear quite so 
serious as the other except for the 
fact that the heaviest soft coal users 
are tha large industries, schools and 
business 
houses. 
Meanwhile coal 


dealers are looking hopefully to Wash- 
ington and awaiting an early resump- 
tion of coal mine operation. 
One out- 


come of this may be that the miners 
in their feverish haste to supply the 
shortage may flood the market with 
poorer grades of coal, it is believed by 
eome coal merchants. 


What effsct the railroad strike may 


have upon trie coal situation in re- 
tarding its distribution, 
time alone 


will reveal. Hitherto coal crises have 
been a matter of car shortage rather 
than coal shortage. 
Both thsse con- 


ditions existing side by side may make 
the situation serious beyond mention- 
ing unless both strikes are settled. 


The dealer of all coal 
merchants 


who seemed to be the least alarmed 
was John Haug, Sr., of John Haug 
& Son. Although his sheds which 
were filled a year ago. contain no 


- hard coal at this time, he has this to 


say: "When we can get no more hard 
coal shipments of any kind, there is 
still quite a bit of soft coal. 
When 


there is no more of that, there will 
still be a great supply of cord wood 
and factory wood to use." 


"The miners can't hold out murh 


longer," said C. O. Cuenther of the 
Guenther Transfer & Supply 
Co , 


"and there is bound to be relief soon. 
If the solf coal mines begin operating 
in the near future, there will be no 
coal famine anywhere. 
There is no 


need of any of us getting up in the 
air about it. 
When our present sup- 


ply of hard coal is exhausted and us- 
ers of self-feeders are left without hard 
coal, they will have to buy a cheap 
wood heater or soft coal stove, that's 
all. 
I don't look for coal to go up

LOCKJAW WEEK 


This Is lockjaw- week. 
The 
annual 
toll of 


tragedy is not so great as formerly, thanks to ed 
ucational propaganda set in motion several years 
ago by the regular medical profession of the coun 
try thru its scientific organization, the American 
Medical association. Yet lockjaw week still brines 
to children and youths quick death which Is the 
more horrible because it is surely preventable. 


Tetanus, the prope'r name for 
"lockjaw," 
is 


characterized by general spasms or convulsions 
occurring several days after the reception of a 
wound, often a very trifling abrasion or puncture. 
The disease is in no way connected with "rusty" 
nails or dyed clothing or verdigris, as items still 
.too often intimate. The spasm of the jaw mus 
cles, which makes it increasingly difficult to open 
the mouth widely, ig one of the early features of 
the disease but is of little importance otherwise 


The only cause of tetanus ("lockjaw") Is infec- 


tion by the tetanus bacillus. This germ is a na- 
tural inhabitant of the intestinal tract of manv 
domestic animals, and is present in the droppings 
or manure which is used to fertilize the soil. 
It 


survives for long periods m the son1 thus contam- 
inated. It is also commonly present in the ground 
and on the floors and walls of 
barns, 
stables, 


barnyards. 
It is likely to be 
present 
on 
the 


ground or pavement of a driveway or 
roadside 


where horses have access. 
Consequently there 


is always a chance or rather a risk of tetanus in- 
fection of a cut, puncture, bruise or any wound, 
particularly a wound from which there is little 
or no bleeding, sustained by a child or adult play- 
ing or wroking in any such environment. 


Toy pistol and dynamite cap and giant cracker 


wounds of the hands, or powder burns 
of 
the 


hands or face, are notoriously favorable opportun 
ities for tetanus infection. Particularly dangerous 
is the wound in which particles or bits of waddins, 
powder or'foreign substance of any description ave 
embedded in the wound, be this wound ever so 
trifling. The only significance of the "rusty" nail 
is that such a nail, having been longer expo?01"! 
about the barn, pasture or road, is more likely to 
be contaminated with tetanus banilli: a bright nail, 
however, is quite as dangerous tn any of these 
situations. The presence of tetanus germs in road 
dust or mud, manure, perhaps m the dust of cob- 
webs from outbuildings, makes the use of any 
of these substances about wounds absolutely un- 
justifiable. 


The important thing to do to prevent lockjaw is 


to submit every such wound, immediately to medi- 
cal care, especially fireworks injuries. 
An ounce 


of scientific (not amateur) first aid is worth more 
than any quantity of subsequent heroic effort 
If 


the physician deems it adrisabje. 
an 
immediate 


prophylactic injection of antitetamc s°rum should 
by all means be had. In the great war this pro- 
phylactic use of the serum saved countless lives 
of men wounded in the manure fertilized fields of 
Belgium and France. 
As for selftreatment. there 


is none efficacious. 
Of course immediate swabbing 


of a wound with tincture of iodine is always ad- 
visable. 


Usually the first evidence of developing tetanus 


is a vague, feeling of "sore throat" four to ten 
days after the injury.

treaty; and it was Tchitcherin and 
Krassin who finally declared spontan- 
eously that they would abandon the 
political clause. 
Now as these gentle- 


men had inspite of their red and black 
jackets of communism, the semblance 
of plenipotentiaries, it is no wonder, 
and our government or representatives 
cannot be blamed if they thought that 
the Bolshevists plenipotentiaries, who 
were daily in communication 
with 


their own government, were in a posi- 
tion to act with the same frankness 
and honesty as ordinary bourgois plen- 
ipotentiaries. 


"Are we perhaps to believe that al- 


so Tchitcherin and Krassin are victims 
of the government or which they are. 
or appear to be magna pars, and that 
their laborious efforts in Genoa have 
been frustrated by the foreign policy 
of Moscow? 


"In any case what has happened, 


although unpleasant on the one~hand, 
has undoubtedly the 
advantage of 


clearing the situation and 
warning 


against future illusions. 
Certa.lnly 


Schanzer obeyed an honorable instinct 
when he thought by making a com- 
mercial treaty with Russia of giving 
an example and opening up the way to 
agreements with Europe and the world 
with the supposed Soviet government. 
And acting in this way. apart, from 
our own commercial and economical 
interests, there was undoubtedly in the 
mind of our government -and our ne- 
gotiators the idea of rendering a spe- 
cial service to Lenin's government, 
which meant a decidedly courageous 
initiative on our part as It was not de- 
void of risks: and for this friendliness 
on our part the Moscow rulers might 
have at least been grateful.
